Better Vaccine? 
SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) — Nobel laureate Linus 
Pauling believes large doses of Vitamin C should be as 
effective in building up a body’s defenses against swine 
flu as the vaccine the government will use in its mass 
inoculation program this fall. 
The 75-year-old scientist m ade the controversial claim 
at an Am erican Chemical Society meeting Monday and 
said “ a scare cam paign” was responsible for pushing 
through the $135 million swine flu vaccination program. 
And he said there was little likelihood that a feared 
swine influenza epidemic would develop anyway. 
Pauling has been a long-time advocate of the use of 
vitamin C to ward off or ease the symptoms of the 
common cold and claim ed there is a large body of 
evidence showing it helps. He said it now appeared the 
vitamin would help against other viral infections, 
including influenza. 
‘‘In the future, any influenza epidemic can. if one 
starts, probably be brought under control by proper use 
of ascorbic acid (Vitamin O , ” Pauling said. He said 
antibiotics would help fight any secondary infections 
that m ight stem from swine flu. 
Dr. Bruce Dull, assistant director of the National 
Center for Disease Control in Atlanta, said, however, 
there is no test evidence to support the claim that 
Vitamin C would help against flu. And in Washington, a 
spokesman for the Public Health Service urged people 
“not to be misled to equate Vitamin C with vaccine as a 
protection against influenza.” 
Pauling acknowledged that there is not much evidence 
supporting his claim but cited a University of Toronto 
study which he said showed that Vitamin C had a 
general antiviral capability. 
Although Pauling does not think the swine flu vaccine 
is necessary for the general public, he said people at 
high risk to the new strain of influenza probably should 
be protected by the inoculation. 
For the rest of the people, he said Vitamin C should be 
as effective as the vaccine in preventing the flu. 
“ I think that people should take Vitamin C regularly 
in the am ount that puts them in good health and very 
large doses if they feel they are coming down with an 
infectious disease to see if they can stop it,” Pauling 
said. 
Vitamin C is found in fruits and leafy vegetables but 
Pauling said supplements ranging from 250 milligrams 
to IO gram s a day are needed to protect against colds. 
Some doctors, however, have warned against self- 
prescriptions of large Vitamin C doses because little is 
known about their long tim e effects.

High Fiber Diet: Good Or Bad? 
Do you have any comments 
about the value of the high fiber 
diet that la so popular? — Mrs. 
B. F., Calif. 
Dear Mrs. F.: 
The roughage, or high fiber, 
diet is a radical departure from 
past medical thinking. 
At the present time, there is a 
shift to increasing roughage in 
our foods in an effort to reduce 
the gastro-intestinal ills of man. 
In recent years, doctors have 
given greater consideration to 
the possibility that a high 
roughage diet may play an 
important role in reducing the 
frequency of cancer of the 
bowel. Peptic ulcers, diver­ 
ticulitis and chronic con­ 
stipation may also become less 
prevalent with a high fiber diet. 
I have read the book, “The 
Save Your Life Diet,” by Dr. 
David Reuben. I was impressed 
by the vast amount of scientific 
literature that Dr. Reuben 
apparently explored before 
writing his book. 
Scientists and physicians 
from all over the world have 
contributed significant studies 
and articles which seem to point 
to the validity of Dr. Reuben’s 
conclusion. 
Dr. Reuben maintains that 
these scientists found that there 
is "a relationship between the 
epidemic 
of 
degenerative 
diseases and the diet of modem, 
urban men and women. What 
they discovered was a shocking 
indictment 
of 
current 
nutritional practices.” 
Dr. 
Reuben 
states that 
“modem diets are glaringly 
deficient in that single sub­ 


stance, fiber (or roughage), 
that is very likely related to a 
long and disease-free life. 
“Affluent Americans,” he 
says, “are eating a high-priced, 
high prestige diet that leads 
them directly to cancer of the 
colon, heart attacks, obesity 
and hypertension.” 
I am not writing this column 
to tell you that the high fiber 
diet is guaranteed to prevent all 
the ills of man. Rather, I want to 
call attention to some potential 
possibilities that formerly may 
have been overlooked. 
What is a high roughage diet? 
In essence, it includes whole 
grain cereal products, high 
fiber fruits and vegetables, nuts 
and seeds. Finely process**! 
flour products, refined sugars 
and low roughage foods con­ 
tribute nothing to this new food 
concept. 
Flour products should be 
made from whole grain rye 
flour, whole wheat flour, soy 
flour, whole grain com meal or 
grain buckwheat flour. Dr. 
Reuben says that the simplest 
means of meeting the high fiber 
daily requirement is to use 
unprocessed miller’s bran, 
taking two teaspoonsful in a full 
glass of water each day before 
meals. Or, the bran can be 
included in cereal or mashed 
into fruit. 
Before embarking on such a 
program at high roughage, 
readers should do so only after 
specific approval by their 
doctors.

Bowen expressed hope the sta te ’s first 
teachers strike of the new school year in 
Benton County can soon be settled and said 
the Indiana Education E m p l o y m e n t 
Relations Board “ is working around the 
clock" in an effort tp assist the board and 
the teachers to reach a contract agreem ent. 
“ I don’t like the strike but I think we pay 
too much attention to the one that isn’t 
functioning as well as it should and not 
enough to the other 99 per cent functioning 
well," the governor said 
“ We have 304 
school corporations Two-hundred-eighty-six 
bargained 
The other 20 don’t 
have to 
bargain In 197(i, 230 already have reached 
contracts. In 1973 on the sam e day, 169 had 
reached contracts so we are that far ahead 
of last y e ar."

been determ ined,” the governor said.

q u e s t i o n 
apparently was asked because of an earlier 
charge by Bowen’s Democratic opponent, 
Secretary of State U irry Conrad, who said 
dairy 
farm ers 
are 
being 
driven 
t o 
bankruptcy and “ the Bowen adm inistration 
is doing nothing about it." 


"W e had five dairies that had to be 
closed.” Bowen said. "W e’ve got it down to 
two now and we are m onitoring the amount 
of PCBs in the milk so we can get them 
back in the m arket as rapidly as we possibly 
can. We have been to Washington. We have 
talked with the EDA about it. We have 
surveyed every silo in the state of Indiana 
for the possibility of having been coated 
with the PUB m aterial.” 
The chem ical compound was used for a 
variety of purposes for m any years as an 
industrial coating impervious to w eather 
before federal health officials decided it 
might be dangerous to hum ans. Its use has 
been discontinued. Bowen said silos coated 
with the m aterial now are being sandblasted 
to rem ove the chem ical. 
When a reporter asked Bowen what he 
thought about enactm ent of a pari-m utuel 
horsetrack

highway m aintenance, which the governor 
term ed one of the two m ajor problem s

legislative problem as financing of police 
and firem en’s pensions 
"If we don’t do 
som ething about that, within IO y ears’ time, 
the m ajor portion of the budgets of cities 
and towns will be nothing but pensions of 
police and firem en," he said. 
Bowen said that while he had objected to a 
proposal backed by Ronald Reagan at the 
Republican 
national 
convention 
t h a t 
President Ford be required to announce his 
vice 
presidential 
choice 
just 
b e f o r e 
nom inations, he felt such advance indication 
of running m ate has advantages. 
"The choice might be m ade even before 
the prim aries, so in effect they would be 
running as a team , and should not come two 
days before the national convention,” Bowen 
said 
"I think that would be the most 
credible way to do it.” 
The governor said he hoped Reagan would

Business Today 
No Credit Problem

NEW YORK (UPI) — Single women are 
beginning to exercise their economic clout in 
the home buying market. 
In 1974, only one out of every 35 m ortgage 
loan applicants was a single wom an. The 
gap closed to one out of every 25 applicants 
in 
1975, 
the 
sam e 
year 
the 
federal 
government passed laws prohibiting credit 
discrim ination on the basis of sex or m arital 
status. 
This year the rat.o of single 
women 
applying for 
m ortgages is 
expected 
to 
narrow to one out of every 16 applicants, 
according to Jack Gos*, president and chief 
executive officer of Investors 
M ortgage 
Insurance Co. in Boston, a private m ortgage 
insurer. 
"Projections for the rem ainder of this 
decade point to one out of every IO home 
buyer applicants being a single fem ale,” 
says Goss. 
This sudden 
upsurge in m o r t g a g e 
applications 
by 
the 
single 
w om an 
— 
prim arily in the 35-and-under category — 
reflects an av erag e gain of 9 to ll per cent 
in personal incom e for the 1974-76 period. 
the decision to actively pursue a c are er and 
her growing aw areness of the tax advantage 
in owning a hom e, according to a nationwide 
study conducted by IMIC. 
"The 
single 
w om an’s 
earning 
power 
today," says Goss, "as well as her increased 
interest in hom e ownership has m ade her as 
acceptable a m ortgage loan candidate as is 
her male counterpart.” 
But, in fact, the Federal E qual Credit 
Opportunity Act of 1975 required m ortgage 
lenders to g uarantee single women the sam e 


access to mortgages as m en with sim ilar 
incom e and credit history. 
“ M any single women applying for home 
m ortgages were either turned down outright 
or asked to provide a larger down payment, 
agree to a shorter loan term with higher 
monthly paym ents or find a m ale cosigner 
to guarantee the loan,” says 
“ Women: 
W here Credit is Due,” a pam phlet prepared 
by the M aryland Commission for Women 
and the Commercial Credit Corp. 


The pam phlet points out the single woman 
alw ays found it easier to obtain sm aller 
am ounts of credit than a m arried woman 
before credit discrim ination was elim inated. 
But when the single woman applied for a 
m ortgage, some lenders labored under the 
misconception she could not shoulder the 
financial responsibility of owning a home. 
Today, single women — 66 per cent of 
whom a re college educated — are paying an 
average of $37,000 for a hom e, com pared 
with $35,000 in 1975 and $28,500 in 1970,the 
IMIC study showed. 
"F o r 
the 
year 
1974-1975, 
the 
income 
grow th and employment stability patterns of 
these single women were equal to those 
exhibited by the com parable m ale-headed 
one-earner fam ilies,” IMIC said. 


The 
com pany’s 
single-women 
s a l e s 
projections for 1977 indicate 65 per cent will 
buy condominium townhouses or apartm ents 
and 35 per cent single-family detached units. 
Although single women appear to prefer 
new 
residences 
to 
existing 
properties, 
alm ost 70 per cent questioned by IMIC said 
they would undertake a renovation job if the 
, house a^net their personal and budgetary 
requirem ents.

Restoring Old Boats Is An Ever - Growing Hobby 


A Featured Attraction

The old boat hugs the dock, 
looking a little tired despite a 
fresh coat of dark green paint. 
On 
her 
bow, 
painstakingly 
painted, is an American flag 
with 38 stars and the date 1885, 
the year she 
was built at 
Buzzard’s Bay, Mass. 
It is a slightly cloudy day at 
Mystic Seaport, Conn., where 
the Antique and Classic Boat 
Rendezvous, a special Bicenten- 
nial-year event, is being held. 
The competition 
is open to 
wooden yachts, sail or power, 
built before 1940 and faithfully 
preserved. 
Later in the day, the Egbert, 
a converted cat, will win the 
Oldest Restored Boat award, 
but now her owner of 40 years, 
Stanley P. Ginalski, a spry man 
with ice blue eyes, is hosting a 
noisy party on board. Beer 
flows freely, food trays are 
filled in the cabin and brought 
on deck for the hungry guests, 
and a huge cake, iced the same 
green 
color as 
the 
cabin’s 
bulkhead, is laid out ready for 
serving. 
At the other end of the wharf 
a sleek cruiser lays at anchor. 
Visitors 
are 
asked 
by 
the 
owner, David Fuller, to remove 
their 
keds before 
boarding. 
Fuller is “dressing” his boat, 
the Gemini, for inspection. The 
Gemini also will get an award 
— for having come the greatest 
distance, from Cleveland. 
When asked if he also is the 
captain, Fuller bridles. “Cap­ 
tain in yachting term s means a 
hired hand,” he replies. “There 
is no captain in that sense.” 
Fuller has had 
his 
boat, 
which was built in 1940, for only 
six 
weeks. 
She 
had 
once 
belonged 
to 
the 
Duke 
and 
Duchess of Windsor and among 
the memorabilia proudly dis­ 
played by the Boston Brahmin 
is a 
horse brass 
with 
the 
Duke’s profile. 
Nearby a beautifully main­ 
tained gaff rigged ketch built in 
1928 
is 
moored. 
Robert 
L. 
Kelly, a retired engineer from 
Little River, N J., and his wife 
are quietly relaxing on deck. 
During the parade and review 
of the boats down the Mystic 


River late in the afternoon, 
with a fresh breeze blowing off 
the water and the sun breaking 
through the clouds, the Viking 
will be a striking sight, with all 
sails set. 
What does the affable Kelly. 
Fuller, a musicologist from the 
State University of New York 
at Buffalo, and Ginalski. a 
boatyard owner from Barring­ 
ton, R I., have in common? 
Obviously, a love of boats, but 
more importantly an interest in 
their restoration and mainte­ 
nance — an ever-growing hobby 
across America. 
“ It is something that has 
come of age,” says Alen S. 
York, president of the Antique 
Boat and Yacht Club in New 
York City. 
York started 
the club 20 
years ago, the forerunner of 
similar clubs that now are 
springing 
up 
all 
over 
the 
country York hopes his club, in 
affiliation, with the National 
Maritime 
Historical 
Society, 
with branches in New York, 
Washington and San Francisco, 
will soon be able to set up 
standard guidelines to establish 
what constitutes an antique or 
classic boat. 
Pointing out that old doesn’t 
always mean classic, he said, 
“There should be the classic 
boat. And the preservation of 
American work boats is impor­ 
tant to us also. Many of our 
present - day 
pleasure 
craft 
evolved from boats built for 
utilitarian purposes. 
“We hope to pull all the clubs 
together, ” 
York 
said 
in 
a 
telephone interview, “and to 
encourage people to fix them 
(boats) up. With antique boats 
we feel they should be used, 
unlike some classic cars which 
are just stored.” 
York is owner of a 121-year- 
old Chinese junk, berthed in the 
East River, which once be­ 
longed to Robert L. (“Believe 
It or Not” ) Ripley. 
It used to be said that you 
couldn’t afford a yacht if you 
had to ask the price of one.

Kelly says only “if you get 
somebody else to do all the 
work. 
If you do 
the work 
yourself it’s not." 
Kelly has had his boat since 
1960. She is his third and they 
have all been sail boats. A 
sturdy man, Kelly does all the 
work 
himself 
and 
admits 
“being an engineer helps.” The 
Viking has had five owners 
since 1942 and Kelly doesn’t 
know how many before that. 
Kelly and his wife use their 
boat 
strictly 
for 
pleasure 
cruising. Fuller has a fellow­ 


ship and plans to spend a year 
on his yacht working on a book 
on French harpsicord music of 
the 17th and 18th centuries. 
Ginalski bought Egbert for 
$250 “after she lay on the beach 
for eight or IO years.” He 
figures he is the sixth owner. 
He 
has 
sieen 
her 
through 
several hurricanes and obvious­ 
ly feels a deep affection for the 
old craft, but he attempts to be 
offhanded when asked if he 
would sell her: 
“We run a 
boatyard. We sell 
‘efn and 
repair ‘em and we haul ‘em out 
and we paint ‘em and — well, 
it’s all I got — is this one — 


might as well hang on to her.” 


This year, despite having a 
crew he could assign at the 
boatyard, he did all the work 
on 
her 
himself, 
including 
painting the flag on her bow. 
“We called the public library 
and asked them (how many 
stars there were in the flag in 
1885). So that’s what they gave 
us (38) for an answer and 
that 's what I put on.” 


“I guess this ol’ lady will 
bury me yet,” he grins. What is 
she worth today? “Aw, it’s an 
old boat. I don’t know. There’s 
quite a few wanted to buy her.”
